The president explained that at 
last year’s session of the congress in 
St. Paul he had expressed at length 
his views with regard to other phases 
of conservation, and added that, since 
congress so far had not deemed it nec­ 
essary to pass conservation 
legisla­ 
tion, he would confine him self to the 
one branch of the subject. 
Mr. T aft reviewed the history of 
farm ing and farm products in this 
country for the last fifty-six years, and 
declared that, while he does not agree 
with those men who say that in fifty 
years the U nited States will be* un­ 
able to feed its own p* ople, there is 
need 
for 
intelligent 
understanding 
among the farm ers of the trend of 
•te n ts . 
The president said that If the popu­ 
lation of the nation increases propor­ 
tionately in the next fifty years the 
United States will have double the 
num ber of its people. 


M ust Increase Production. 
“It is necessary then,” he said, “that 
not only our acreage but our produc­ 
tion per acre mikst increase porpor- 
tionately so that our people may be 
fed. 
We m ust realize that the bc<t 
land and the easiest land to cultivate 
has been taken up and cultivated, and 
that the additions to improved lands 
and to total acreage in the future 
m ust be of land much more response 
to prepare tillage.

he trapped in Wisconsin last winter.

$200 rew’ard is offered for his a r ­ 
rest and delivery to the authorities of 
/ noka county. 
His description is as 
follows: 
"Young man, well set up, soldierly
